WASHINGTON, March 11.—Dense 
snow clouds which hung over Wash- 
ington tonight prevented astronomers 
at the naval observatory from mak- 
ing accurate observations of the 
moon's eclipse, for which they had 
been preparing for weeks. Only at in- 
tervals were the astronomers able to 
train instruments directly on the par- 
tially obscured planet. ope was ex- 
pressed, however, that the photo- 
graphs made after the moon had en- 
tered the shadow would reveal some 
points relating to the phenomenon 
that would be of assistance to the 
astronomers in correcting the lunar 
tables. 

While “close” observations were im- 
possible the great telescopes showed 
that the moon entered the earth's 
shadow at 9:41 8-10 o'’olock, and was 
more than nine-tenths obscured be- 
fore it finally emerged about three 
hours later. 

CLEAR VIEW IN CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, March 11.—Astrono ners 
in the Central West had a clear view 
of the eclipse of the moon tonight 
and many photographs of the shaded 
satellite of the earth were taken at 
observatories.

AS SEEN AT SAN JOBE. .

SAN JOSE, March 11-—Dr. W. W. 
Campbell, director of Lick Observa- 
tory, Mt. Hamilton, said tonight no 
special observations were made of the 
almost total eclipse of the moon, be- 
cause the event is of little astronom- 
fecal importance. 

The moon actually began to 4arken 
at 6:41 o'clock, but was not visible 
without the aid of glasses until 6:42, 
Pacific standard time. The middle 
of the eclipse occurred at 8:13. At 
that time the moon was 95 per cent. 

At 9:44 o'clock & left the 
shadow of the earth and gradually 
grew clear. 

This was the finest lunar eclipse 
of the year. There was a partial 
eclipse of the sun in February, but 
this was not visible here. A partial 
eclipse of the moon will occur early 
on the morning of September 4, which 
may be visible to Santa Clara Valley.

EW YORK, March 11.—While 

‘Henry Siegel, head of large de- 

partment stores in New York, 
Chicago and Boston, was testifying to- 
day in a riotous bankruptcy hearing 
in the Federal building, the grand 
jury that has been investigating the 
failure of the Siegel stores in New 
‘York and the savings bank returned 
three indictménts against him and his 
partner. Frank E. Vogel, in the bank- 
ing enterprise. 

Siegel and Vogel were taken to the 
criminal court building, where they 
were arraigned and later released on 
$26,000 bail each. 

Three hundred angry depositors 
who had been ejected from the bank- 
ruptey hearing hunted around the 
Federal building for Siegel in vain. 
At the time they were seeking to ques- 
tion him he and his banking partner 
were standing before Judge Rosalsky 
pleading not guilty. 

One of the indictments charges Sie- 
gel and Vogel with grand larceny in 
that they made false statements to 
the Bank of Commerce in order to 
borrow $25,000. The other indict- 
ment alleges that the two bankers ac 
cepted deposits when they knew 
bank of Henry Siegel & Co. to be m- 
sulvent. 

Siegel testified on the stand at the 
benkruptcy proceedings that he did 
not invest capital in the private bank 
that bore his name. Miss Jessie Mar- 
tin interrupted his testimony and said 
that she had a right to represent the 
depositors at the hearing. She was 
urged to remain quiet. When she re- 


fused she was led from the court- 
room. 

Three hundred depositors who were 
Standing around the corridors were 
also put out for shouting threats of 
v.olence against Siegel. 


Siegel testified he and Vogel filed 
a bond and purchased fixtures for the 
bank. Then he admitted they ac- 
cepted deposits and made them act 
as a floating capital for the bank. He 
declared he had no money to pay 
what he owed and declined to answer 
a question as to whether an entry 
was made on the books of the stores 
when thev borrowed from the bank, 
on the ground that it might incrimi- 
nate him. 

Siegel said he had life insurance 
policies in favor of his daughter to 
the amount of $50,000. He once owned 
some paintings, which, he said, his 
wife took four years ago. He had no 
jewelry. In regard to his partnership 
with Vogel in the private bank, he 
said he and his partner had an agree- 
ment to divide the profits each year. 
He said his salary from the Simpson 
an¢ Crawford store in New York was 
$1000 a month, the Fourteenth-street 
store, also In New York, $750 a month, 
and from the store in Chicago $1200 
a month. His wife, he sajd, spent 
most of the $46,000 a year for his 
living expenses. This amount repre- 
sented his total income.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, March 11.—That we do not 
want to enter Mexico, and are doing 


Jour best to keep from doing so, does 


not alter the fact that we may have 
to do it. Every business man looks 
to the future and makes preparation 
for the future. The greater the 
chance that the future may contain 
panic or some other thing disagree- 
able to contemplate, the more careful 
preparation he makes to meet that fu- 
ture in such a way that his loss may 
be reduced to a minimum. 

We pride ourselves on being a busi- 
ness people and yet we are most un- 
businesslike in handling any question 
which has to do with war. The army 
knows what intervention would really 
mean. The army officers know what 
preparation should be made. They 
thoroughly understand what a vast 
difference it will make in the loss of 
life and money to fight a short deci- 
sive campaign. They know what it 
means to fail, as we have always done, 
to make the necessary preparations, 
to start lacking much that is essen- 
tial to accomplish our end not be- 
cause of our efficiency, but because of 
the inefficiency of the Mexicans. 

Undoubtedly the people of Mexico 
would not rise en masse. Undoubt- 
ediy they would have no large armies. 
Undoubtedly troops would be poorly 
trained, poorly led, and poorly fed and 
clothed. Undoubtedly the training cof 
stch troops as we have is far superior 
to anything possessed by Mexico. Un- 
dovbtedly the comparatively small 
force of American regulars would 
overcome a considerably larger force 
of Mexican troops. However much 
these facts may be in our favor, they 
do not alter the fact that we are not 
prepared the way we should be as re- 
gards the number of our troops and 
the amount of our material. 

The campaign in Cuba in 1898, and, 
later, the one in the Philippines, fur- 
nish good examples of our inefficient, 
wasteful way of doing things. As the 
land battles around Santiago, Cuba, 
were fought almost entirely by regu- 
Ars. we had the advantage of using 
th few trained troops we had at that 
time 

What, however, was their condition 
because the people of the United 
States, through their Congress, had 
persistently failed to prepare for war? 
Regiments of infantry and cavalry 
bed a certain number of men. This 
number was called their peace 
strength. The idea was that when 
war came their numbers would be 
considerably expanded by additional 
men. This is the European and Japa- 
nese method. There is one great dif- 
ference, however, which makes what 
under their system is an excellent 
thing, under our lack of system a 
miserable failure. 

When a European or Japanese reg- 
iment is raised from its peace strength 
to its war strength the men who come 
to fill up the ranks are all men who 
have already served two or three 
vers in that same regiment in peace 
time and have had a thorough train- 
ing as soldiers. 

Ir addition, each year since they 
left the regiment they have spent some 
days or weeks undergoing military 
training. In other words, the regi- 
ment is brought to its war strength 
by the addition of thoroughly trained 
soldiers. The equipment for these 
men is in existence and in the hands 
of the regiment. Consequently the 
reservists get their equipment as soon 
— — regiment and are 

us imm tely thorough! ulpped 
for the field. 

In our army there are no reserves 
of trained men to raise the regiments 
from their peace to war strength 
When the regiments are expanded 
they must be filled up with green 
men, who have had no previous min- 
whatsoever. 

means that a company of in- 

fantry of sixty or seventy "sa is 
swamped by the addition of seventy 
to eighty green, untrained recruits. 
is means that a vee of cavalry ct 
sixty-five men and fifty-odd horses 
is swamped by the addition of thirty 
or forty green men unable to ride 
and the same number of green horses, 


which in, Many cases are absolutely, 


unbroken. 

The field artillery is swamped in 
the same manner by the addition of 
green men and green horses. 

The equipment necessary for these 
men is not in the hands of the regi- 
ment ready to be issued at a moment's 
notice and in many cases is not in 
existence. Congress generally fai!s 
to make the appropriation that would 
permit various supply departments to 
the necessary reserve 

In Europe and Japan, the corps of 
Officers, active and reserve, is always 
complete. In the United States the 
number of officers allowed, for the 
regular army is not sufficient for all 
the needs of the army at its veace 
strength. When war comes more of- 
ficers are needed for the regular 
army. Just at the time more officers 
are needed for the regular army hun- 
dreds of them must be taken from 
their regiments and sent to train the 
newly-raised volunteers. 

This means that just at the time 
when the well-trained nucleus of a 
regular regiment is being swamped 
by an influx of untrained men many 
of the officers are taken away. In 
other words, raising a regiment of 
regulars to war etrength turns it Into 
@ regiment of half-trained troops and 
seriously reduces its efficiency. 

No better example of this exists 
than was the case with the regular 
infantry regiments sent after the San- 
tlago campaign to the Philippines. 
When they entered the Santiago cam- 
paign each consisted of eight compa- 
nies, with a total strength of about 
500. The close of the Santiago cam- 
paign found them in most cases with 
not more than 200 to 300 men. This 
nucleus of 200 trained soldiers would 
then be added to 1000 to 1300 re- 
cruits, the regiments having been n- 
creased to twelve companies of 100 
to 130 men each. 

The corps of officers, hardly large 
enough for eight companies, had been 
materially reduced because of deaths,

Extracts from the letter follow: 

As bearing on the question of ex- 
empting American coastwise shipping, 
using the Panama Canal, from tolls, I 
beg to lay before you what I believe 
to be the very essence of the right 
to such exemption. 

Our government maintains and for 
many years has maintained at Sault 
Ste, Maine, Mich., a ship canal 
and locks for the passage of vessels 
from Lake Superior to the lower 
lakes, and in addition to thg two 
locks already built, is now construct- 
ing two others to take care of the 
ever increasing traffic. 

Considering only four commodities 
as having any bearing on the tolls 
question and the rights of States on 
the Pacific Coast to receive the same 
treatment as States bordering on the 
Great akes. In 1912 there passed 
through the United States ca®@al east- 
bound over 16,000,000 tons of iron 
ore, 66,000,000 bushels of wheat, and 
32,000,000 bushels of grain, and west- 
bound 12,000,000 tons of coal. 

The Pacific Coast, and especiallly 
California, is rich in tron ores and 
lacks proper coal for smelting the 
same, in which it duplicates condi- 
tions existing in Northern Minnesota, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, and the 
question has naturally occurred to 
me, although I have not seen it be- 
fore advanced on these same logical 
grounds—Why shoul there be any 
question as to the Pacific Coast hav- 
ing to pay tolls on the same class of 
traffic as is carried free in coastwise 
trade in the lake region? Are the 
rights of those States any greater 
than the Coast States under similar 
conditions? 

At the present time one of the 
greatest tributes the entire Pacific 
Coast pays to the East and the trans- 
continental railroads is in the matter 
of iron and steel.

Fehrman made many unkind remarks 
about me and also about my father, 
but I would have allowed them to 
pass with nothing more than a re- 
tort, but when she attacked my 
mother, who is very dear to me I 
just thought it was time to make her 
eat her words.“ 

Mrs. Fehrman yesterday stated 
that the attack made on her was 
unprovoked. “I was in Mrs. Helen 
Halstead's apartments at the rear of 
the upper floor,” she said, “and we 
certainly were not gossiping about 
anyone as we had the door wide open.

Judge Who Sentenced Killers 


in Hop Riots Here. 


Worst “Death Letters” Sent 


Unprejudice’ Story 
of Famous Trial. 


Judge Eugene P. McDaniel of 
Marysville, Yuba county, who sen- 
tenced “Blackie” Ford and H. D. 
Suhr, I.W.W. agitators, to life im- 
prisonment for the murder of Dist.- 
Atty. Manwell of Yuba county in the 
Wheatland hop-picking riot, is sitting 
in Extra Session No. 1 of the Su- 
perior Court. 

Judge McDaniel, who is recognized 
by members of the California bar as 
one of the fairest and sturdiest jur- 
ists in the West, has received hun- 
dreds of threatening letters from I. W. 
W. anarchists and cranks since the 
sentence of Ford and Suhr. Several 
of the bitterest letters came from Los 


Angeles. 


According to Judge McDaniel, who 
has served twelve years on the bench 
and ten years as District Attorney of 
Yuba county, Ford and Suhr were 


given the fairest possible trial, and 
were convicted solely on the evidence. 


Suhr confessed, and then, upon the 


| advise ef counsel, two dyed-in-the- 


wool Socialists, he repudiated his con- 
feasion. 

Judge McDaniel declared yesterday 
that the sob sisterhood, I. W. W. agi- 
tators, frothy sociologists and other 
sentimentalists have so misrepresented 
the case of the convicted hop pickers 
that a great many well-meaning citi- 
zens of the State have contributed 
large sums of money to the “Ford- 
Suhr defense fund.” Over $60,000 has 
been raised by these cranks and emo- 
tionalists to appeal the case. 

“CASE CLEAR ONE.” 

“The evidence clearly showed that 
Ford and Suhr were guilty,’ said 
Judge McDaniel. They were g'ven 
as fair a trial as any defendants ~ 
the history of this country. On sev- 
eral occasions during the trial I vol- 
untarily assisted their lawyers. Two 
of the men on the jury that convicted 
them were union-labor men. ut 
they were manly enough to convict 
unton-labor men who were guilty of 
a terrible crime against humanity. 

“The evidence showed that Ford 
and Suhr, both I. W. W. organizers, had 
dispatched telegrams to various I. W. 
W. headquarters throughout Califor- 
nia, calling for speakers and ‘wab- 
lers, or ‘hatchet men,’ to come to 
the Durst hop fields, that ‘trouble is 
brewing.’ In response to these tele- 
grams hundreds of I. W. W. 's flocked 
to the Durst ranch. Ford and Suhr 
made many demands upon Durst. He 
acceded to aay every one, and then 
they demanded more. 

On Sunday, August 7, last, Ford and 
Suhr made outrageous demands upon 
Durst, and he refused. Durst then 
ordered Ford from his ranch. Ford 
refused to go. He gathered over 1500 
men and women about him and begged 
them to stand by him in case of 
trouble. Durst then informed Ford 
that he had applied for a warrant 
for his arrest, and rd defied him. 

FOUR ARE KILLED. 

“ "Make dog meat of the sciasor-bill 
bulls, Ford yelled from a hop box 
in the fields, and the hop pickers re- 
plied, ‘We'll make mince meat of the 
cops.’ A few hours later Dist.-Atty. 
Manwell and several deputies arrived 
at the ranch and attempted to arrest 
Ford and Suhr. The hop pickers 
opened fire, and Manwell and three 
other men and several 
ho ickers u 

Erbrd was captured months later 
in Nevada and Suhr in a mining camp 
in Arizona. ‘Red’ Beck and William 


murder of Manwell, but were ac- 
quitted. Suhr made a complete con- 
feasion shortly after his arrest, and 
later denied it. 

“I received many threatening let- 
ters during the trial, and every now 
and then a letter from some anarchist 
or LW.W. crank, but they can't scare 
me from my worn duty, which is to 
enforce the law. If they get me, all 
well and good, I've got to go some- 
time.” 

Judge McDaniel is one of the lead- 
ers in the Democratic party in the 
State. Many of his friends want him 
to run for the Supreme Court this 
year, but he has decided to run again 
for the Superior Court of Yuba coun- 
ty. Many old Angeles friends 
called on him yesterday in the Bul-

MAYOR STARTS BALD THAT ROLLS 
ABOUT CITY HALD. 


Five departments be the city gov- 
ernment yesterday sprang into a con- 
certed attack upon the long delay of 
the First and Second-street tunnel 
plans. First the Mayor wrote the 
Board of Public Works demanding 
an explanation of the apparently un- 
necessary delay.

W this was going on the 
City Engineer was worked up over 
the matter and the Tunnel Aavisory 
Commission was besought for early 
and effective action. 

On top of all that activity, Council- 
man Snowden came to the froat with 
an announcement that he will rer 
a resolution at the Council meeting 
this morning calling on the Tunnel 
Commission to repert progress and 
to tell the Council the status of the 
tunnel plans. 

“Kindly advise me at the earliest 
opportunity as to the present status 
of the First and Second-street tunnel 
projects,” runs the Mayor's letter to 
the Board of Public Works, in order 
that I may be able to ascertain ‘ust 
where to place the responsibility for 
the apparent delay—especially with 
regard to the Second-street ‘tunnel 
proposition. I also wish to know huw 
far the First-street tunnel matter has

of vital importance and there should 
be no unnecessary delay in the prem- 


The Board of Public Works was un- 
able to compile all of the necessary 
and make report to the Mayor, 

but it ie said that the board has an 
idea that the delay is due more to the 
Special Tunnel Commission than to 
most any other element in the tunnel 
projects. The waiting for the rt 
of the commission composed of il- 
nam Mulholland, Samuel Starrow and 
Arthur Benton has delayed action in 
the Council. The Engineer's plans for 
the Second-street bore have been 
completed, but the plans 
First-street tunnel have been hung 


way and the city officials have not yet 
reached an agreement upon a plan 
whereby the company will bear its 
share of the tunnel expense for the 
right to run its cars through the Dore, 
and the fallure to agree upon this 
salient point makes it impossible ‘or 
the city to complete its plans as to 
the width of the work. 

The absence of an agreement ag to 
the widening of West First street, too, 
helped to make the delay. 

Tt is said that the Tunnel Commis- 
sien has suggested a few changes in 
the Second-street tunnel plans, but 
that these changes are not so mate- 
rial as to constitute a cause for delay. 

Counctiman Snowden, who will take 
the tunnel matters into the Council 
thie morning, asserts that the Tunnel 
Commission has never conferred with 
the Council on the matter and that 
he has never seen any evidence from 
that body which might tend to ex- 
pedite tunnel construction. 


Wor 80 GOOD AFTER ALI. 


Grounds for Proposed Appeal in the 
Lyman Case Found Not to Fit Onse 
of Oonvicted Promoter. 

An official copy of the opinion of 
Justice Day of the United States 8u- 
preme Court, in the case of Fremont 
Weeks, plaintiff in error against the 
United States, has just been received. 
A perusal of the document indicates 
that Paul W. Schenck overlooked 
something in his conduct of the Dr. 
John Grant Lyman case. 

One of the points set out in the ap- 
peal of Lyman to the United States 
Circuit Court of Ap is that the 
papers, letters an ather private 
memoranda of Lyman were seized by 
the United States Marshal without a 
search warrant. 

When the opinion of Justice Day 
was published two weeks ago, in 
which the government lost its case be- 
cause the pa and letters of Weeks 
had been en without due ae gg 
of law, in a prosecution involving a 
fraudulent use of the mails in a lot- 
tery scheme, exactly similar to Dr. Ly-' 
man’s, the convicted promoter of the 
Panama Development Company glee- 
fully claimed that the decision would 
free him from his pending sentence. 
But a careful reading of the opin- 
ion shows that it will do nothing of 
the kind. In the Weeks case a de- 
mand, before the trial, had been made 
upon the government for the papers 


this was reversible 


error. 
But Schenck made no demand upon 
government in the Lyman case 
until after the trial was in progress 
some time, and Judge Day declares 
that under such circumstances it is 
no business of the court to inquire 
how certain evidence was secured; 
that the demand for the documents, 
which is a constitutional right, must 
be made before the trial and, if re- 
fused, there is ground for a reversal. 
In other words, if Schenck had 
made the application in writing and 
due form previous to the trial, 
court would have been compelled to 
turn the letters, te., over to his 
client, and the conviction of Lyman 
would have been quite uncertain, if 
not impossible.

SCHOOD GROWTH TREMENDOUS. 


Principals Discuss Need of Bonds 
to Supply Funds to Relieve Over. 
crowded Conditions. 

The need of school bonds, with fig- 
ures showing the tremendous growth 
of the school population during the 
past two years, was the principal 
theme of discussion at the school prin- 
cipals’ meeting held yesterday at 
Olive-etreet school, when ways and 
means of caring for the overcrowded 
conditions in the schools were anxious- 
ly discussed. 

Supt. Francis also requested that 
principals bring in, by May 1, an esti- 
mate of what it would cost to run 
their schools during the coming year, 
in order that apportionments may be 
made early. 

Auditor Lenz reported that 
schools have kept within the limits 
of their apportionments during the 
past year, except where equipments 
have been paid for, these being pur- 
chased from the emergency fund.

“When a principal knows just what 
amount of money she can depend on,” 
said Mr. Lenz, “she makes calcula- 
tions ahead, and the method of ap- 
portionment has worked out so well 
that it will doubtless be followed 
again next year. 

“Also, it should be known to the 
public that $1.70 was the avportion- 
ment made to students of the seventh 
and eighth grades in the intermediate 
schools, as well as to pupils of the 
elementary grades.”

O-OPERATIVE MEDIATION. 

The plan for joint intervention of the 
world powers in Mexico for the purpose of 
restoring peace and order in that distressed 
country has met with approval in many 
parts of the nation and the world. Some 


commentators have opposed it, saying that 


it would be a violation of the Monroe doc- 
trine, thereby showing little familiarity 
with the doctrine which they call up to 
support their opposition. 

The three statements tn the message of 
President Monroe, delivered December 2, 
1823, upon which the doctrine is based say 
that the people of the western hemisphere 
“are henceforth not to be considered as 
subjects for future colonization by any Fu- 
ropean power.” 

The next sets forth that “we must con- 
sider any attempt on their part (the na- 
tions of Europe) to extend their system to 
any portion of this hemisphere as danger. 
ous to our peace and safety.” 

The other statement is that “we could 
not view any interposition for the purpose 
of oppressing them (the governments and 
people of this hemisphere) or controlling in 
any manner their destiny by any European 
power in any other light than as a manifes- 
tation of an unfriendly disposition toward 
the United States.” 

No one of these statements apply to the 
exigency in Mexico. A joint intervention 
of the world powers for the purpose of re- 
storing prosperity to that country, at the 
invitation of the United States, could not 
be viewed as an effort to gain territorial or 
political contro! of the country. Many na- 
tions have vast commercial interests in 
Mexico. Every day those interests are suf- 
fering as the result of depredations by or- 
ganized bandits. Many nations have sub- 
jects residing in Mexico, and almost overy 
day some of them are abused or murdered. 

Joint intervention would suppress the 
outlaws and restore authority to a central- 
ized government recognized by the nations 
of the world. There would be no conquest 
nor spollation. Such fighting as took place 
would be against guerrillas and despera- 
does who find the reign of lawlessness so 
profitable that they are not willing to see 
order restored. At present they are living 
upon plunder; they rejoice that they do not 
have to work, and make a pretense of fight- 
ing, which consists chiefly in murdering 
such enemies as they find in inferior num- 
bers. 

An armed intervention by the nations of 
the world would on put an end to that 
butchery. It would restore prosperity; the 
benefit would be greatest to Mexico and 
great to all nations whose subjects are in 
that land; and such an intervention and for 
such a purpose would not be in violation of 


the Monroe doctrine. 
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OF DECISIONS. 

The great jurist, Marshall, said that 
“the safeguards of the American Constitu- 
tion are merely ‘absurd attempts” to pro- 


and property, unless there is a recognized 
power of enforcement.” 

This power is by the Federal Constitution 
vested in the judiciary, Federal and State, 
who take oaths to enforce the protective 
provisions of the Constitution as the su- 
preme law of the land. 

“This duty,” said Rome G. Brown in a 


recent address before the Oklahoma State | 
Bar Association, “cannot be performed if u- 


dicial decisions are made subject to appeal 
before a mass meeting.” 

The recall of decisions is a direct attack 
upon the essential functions of the ju- 
diciary. It is a subversion of the keystone 
feature of our system of government. It 
is a direct recall of constitutional! safeguards. 
The recall leaves to the whim or 
caprice of a local or temporary majority— 
not of the entire electorate, but of those 


‘who take a notion to pass upon the ques- 


tion which in most instances would be a 
mall majority—not any consistent change 
or amendment of constitutional law, but 
the question of its temporary or local sue 
pension or application. It permits and en- 
courages the enforcement of arbitrary, in- 
dividual or class distinctions. It violates 
every theory of our system of government 
As was well sald by ex-Presid@t Taft: 

“It is is not alone the popular control of 
laws and executive action that gives a de 
mocracy strength and long life. It is its 
capacity to do justice to the individual and 
the minority. Lack of this is what de 
stroyed ancient democracies, What pre- 
serves ours are those self-imposed popular 
restraints and practical means for enfore- 
ing them that keep the course of the ma- 
jority of the controlling electorate just to 
all and each of the people.” 

“The recall of judicial decisions is,” says 
Mr. Brown, “repugnant to our system of 
constitutional democratic government. It is 
not progressive. It is not constructive. It 
is not remedial. It is reactionary and de- 
structive. It is subversive of our Constitu- 
tion, of the governnienteestablished under 
it, of every element of protection now vouch- 
safed to our citizens with respect to their 
lives and property.” 

Recall of judges has been adopted in Ore- 
gon, in California, in Arizona, in Nevada 
and in Colorado, which latter is the only 
State that has adopted recall of judicial 
decisions. In all of these States the peo- 
ple have been wiser than their “Progres- 
sive” crank legislators, for no judge has 
been recalled, and an attempt to recall one 
in Oregon because of his instructions to 3 
jury in a criminal case failed for lack of 
votes. 

In Massachusetts a measure received 
some support providing that judicial deci- 
sions might be recalled in all cases when 
“a law otherwise duly enacted by the legis- 
lative authority of the commonwealth Schall 
be held by the Supreme Judicial Court to 
be in violation of the Constitution”—but 
the measure did not become law. 

In Washington Congressman Lafferty of 
Oregon introduced a joint resolution pro- 
posing to the States the election of all Fed- 
eral judges by vote of the people, with a 
tenure of twelve years, and providing for 
a recall of all judges, both of the Supreme 
Court and inferior courts, at any general 
election at which Presidential electors shall 
be chosen. 

Senator Bristow proposed a constitutional 
amendment providing that any decision of 
the Federal Supreme Court declaring un- 
constitutional an act of Congress may be 
submitted by Congress to the electors and 
that by vote of a m jority of Congressional 
districts and of the States such act should, 
notwithstanding the decision of the Supreme 
Court, become a law. 

Both measures were referred to commit- 
tees, where they slept the sleep that knows 
no waking.

Nathan Straus, the New York phil- 
anthropist, who has probably done 

more to save the lives of babies than 

any man living, held the interested 
attention of a throng of women yes- 
terday at the Cosmos Club while he 
demonstrated how to pasteurize milk 
Toer Water—so that every germ, 
bacillus, or other deadly enemy to 
health will be exterminated. 
e it was who founded the Pas- 
tevrized milk laboratories in New 
York in 1892, When he was president 
of the health board there, and the 
death rate was thereby reduced near- 
ly one-half. He has distributed 
*mong the poor of New York over 


leaflet “Advice to Mothers,” telling 
just how to prepare and pasteurize 
the milk, has been printed in six dif- 
ferent languages. Through the ef- 
forts of this philanthropist eight all 
the-year-round pasteurized milk de- 
Dots have been established in New 
2 York, and ten which are open during 
the summer—at the recreation plers, 

down in Battery Park, on the Educa- 
tional Alliance roof garden and in oth- 
er places where the children of the 
poor swarm. 

Coincident with the distribution of 
pasteurized milk the infantile death 
rate of New York steadily decreased 
from 96.2 per 1000 in 1892 to 51 per 
1000 in 1907—and it has continued to 
drop. Everything is vised by Prof. 
Abram Jacobi, the famous physician 
for children. 

Nor is the work of Straus limited 
to New York. He has introduced it

In his demonstration at the Eben 
Clubhouse yesterday Straus placed a 
tray of stoppered bottles filled with 
milk—or water—which had been kept 
cold, into a tin can containing boil- 
ing water. The tray rested on three 
eupports in the bottom of the can. 
The lid was put on and the tray of 
bottles allowed to stand in the hot 
water for five minutes when it was 
shown, by testing with a thermometer, 
that the milk—or water—in the bot- 
tles had reached 142 degs. Fahrenheit, 
which is sufficient for pasteurizing. 

At the Infants’ Hospital at Randall's 
Island, where the mortality with raw 
milk was 44.36 per cent. it was re- 
duced, by pasteurizing in an ap- 
paratus presented to the institution 
by Mr. Strauss, the following year to 
19.80 per cent. 

He says, “Encouraged by this ex- 
perience, when I was in Heidelberg, 
Germany, I began to supply the vil- 
lage of Sandhausen, near Heidelberg, 
with pasteurized milk. The death 
rate of children under two years of 
age had been 46 per cent. there. Dur- 
ing the first month of experimenta- 
tion I sent the milk from my Heidel- 
berg laboratory; afterward the vil- 
lagers prepared it themselves with 
an apparatus supplied by me and in- 
stalled by the village burgomaster— 
Herr Hambrecht. This was the, first 
of March and, in spite of the unfa- 
vorable spring weather and deaths 
caused by inflammation of the lungs, 
the death rate, acording to official 
etatistics, amounted to but one-third 
of the average death rate of the five 
years previous.” 

Nathan Straus belongs to that fa- 
mous family of philanthropists eo 
well known, not only in New York, 
but all over the world. He likes Los 
Angeles so well that he Is contemplat- 
ing taking up his permanent resi- 
dence here. 

Preliminafy to Strauss address, Dr. 
George H. Kengott spoke, delivering 
the same address -concerning im- 
migration that he gave a few weeks 
ago at the Woman's City Club, a full 
report of whicn was at that time 
printed in this department.

To arouse interest he 
sings a sacrilegious song, “Alleulia 
du Vin,” after praying to the Virgin 
to forgive him.

and hungry Jean. The wanderer, aft- 
er long hesitating to surrender his 
liberty, is ly induced to enter as 
a novice. 
Not knowing what offering to make 
to the new statue of the Virgin, Jean, 
having cast aside his monkish garb, 
appears before the sacred statue and 
dances the “Robin et Marion berge- 
rette“ and falls exhausted at the foot 
of the shrine. 

The monks assembled, who have 
watched the strange offering of the 
guileless youth, surround him, and are 
awed by a miracle. The Holy Virgin 
urfolds her hands, extends them to- 
ward the prostrated form of the ex- 
hausted Jean, angelic voices are 
heard, and the nimbus of the chosen 
is seen hovering above the head of 
Fra Jean. 

Massenet has written himself that 
he had attempted to put all the ten- 
derness and faith he had into this 
composition.

THROUGH STORM SILT. 


AN PEDRO, March 11.— Work 
was begun today cutting a chan- 
nel through the inner harbor 
turning basin that had been partly 
filled by silt so that the American- 
Hawalian steamers can dock at the 
new municipal wharf on the Mormon 
Island channel. 
Although the greater part of the 
silt was deposited in the east basin 
channel above the turning basin, 
enough was deposited in the turning 
basin to make it necessary that the

The dredger has been working on 
the east side of the turning basin, 
where the deposit was greater than 
in the center, but Maj. Raymond, in 
charge of the ‘United States engi- 
neers’ office in Loe Angeles, issued 
orders that the way be cleared for 
the American-Hawalian steamers 


There is a surplus in the appro- 
priation for deepening the inner har- 
bor channel to thirty feet up to the 
turning basin sufficient to cover the 
cost of removing the silt since this 
project was completed, but no funds 
are available to continuing the work 
in the east basin channel to the mille 
of the Consolidated and Pacific lum- 
ber companies. Efforts are being 
made to get a special appropriation 
from Congress for maintenance to 
cover the cost of this work. 

The original channel if the east 
basin was dredged at the expense of 
the Consolidated Lumber Company, 
Later the Federal government deep- 
ened it to twenty feet and widened it 
to 200 feet. The total amount of silt 
deposited in the harbor, according to 
the estimates of the harbor engineers, 
was 2,600,000 yards. It is estimated 
that the expense of removing this
